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The Fenian Excitement. 


Withia the past week considerable ex- 
citement has prevailed throughout Canada 
with respect to the Fenian conspiracy 
While we do not anticipate that the Feni- 


4ns can ever muster strong enough to obtain 
a foothold on any part of British Ameri- 
can soil, it is gratifying to know that the 
people of Canada are determined not to 
be caught napping, should they attempt to 
make a raid. There are two reasons why we 
think no attempt at invasion on a large 
scale can or will be made on Canada, First, 
no force sufficiently formidable to invade 
and hold a pointin Canada worth hold- 
ing, could be collected at any point on the 
American border, without the knowledge 
of the American Government. No moye- 
ment of armed bodies through United 
States Territory could take place without 
the knowledge of the United States au- 
thorities, And assiiming, as wo have a 
right to assume, that so soon as a know- 
ledge of those facts came into the posses- 
sion of United States authorities. they 
would take prompt and effective stops to 
prevent a violation of neutral territory, 
We can have no fear that any formidable 
body of Feaians will suceced in landing 
in Canada, Again, we have yet to learn 
that this organization is collecting forces or 
arms ormunitions of war at any point on 
the American border. This could not be 
done without Canadians being put in pos- 
seasion of the fuct, and as there is no proof 
that such movements have been made, we 
may f 


el perfectly secure against any for- 
midable inyasion, 

But there is a possibility that the hot- 
headed portion of the Fenians may organ- 
ize for plundering raids, and itis therefore, 
prudential and politic on the part of the 
military authoritios to make preparations 
to meet those raids, Our Government is 
without doubt kept fully posted with re- 
gard to whatever ia transpiring in Penian 
circles, and is fully prepared. to give them 
such # reception as they deserve, 

Last Saturduy considerable excitement 
prevailed in Belleville and throughout the 
County, caused by an order received by 
Lieut-Col,Campbell, of the 15th Battalion, 
to serve exch man in his command with a 
certain number of ball cartridges, It was 
soon rumored throughout the Town thata 
large number of Fenians had made their 
Appearance at Cape Vincent, The number 
first mentioned was 6,000 ; thia was soon 
swelled t6 10,000, 20,000, 80,000, and be- 
fore evening, it was very gravely circulated 
by knowing ones that 75,000 Fenians had 
landed at Kinyaton, 


It was also rumored 
that several companios had been ordered to 
Kingston,and thease reports, as may well be 
imagined, did not lose anything as they 
Were ciroulated through the streets and 
carried through the county, ‘The excite- 
ment throughout the county consequent 
upon these unfounded rumors oan better 
be imagined than described, Happily, 
however, the people soon became awure of 


the “situation,” and the excitement dicd 
awny.

Mr, 
X, A. Willard, in the Utica Herald, gives a 
long description of the process pursued At 
thie vations establishments he lias visited 
from which we condense the following + 

© Phe pails are 8 deeprand § in 
ches in diame ‘J filled with 
milk to within five or six inches of the top, 
and then set in yates through which « ran 
ning stream of water ia conducted froii 
Aprings. Care ik taken not to have the sur 
fice|ot the milk in the pails above that of 
the water in the vats. “Thé temperature of 
Water desirable ia vot above 50° or below 
48°, As dittle of the surtace of the cream 
is exposed to the atmosphere as possible, 
and that atmosphere sliould be ‘nioist so 
that the top of the cream may not become 
dry and thus fleek the butter. The milk 
of one day is left in the spring until the 
next morning, when it is taken out, the 
cream dipped off and put iinmedintely in 
the churns, Tn removiny tlie cream a little 
funnel shape cup with a long upright han- 
dle,is used. It is pushed into the pails and 
the cream dipped off, It is very expedi- 
tiously effected, and the milk line easily 
determined by the appearance of the milk.

“And whereas, while a moderate rate vf 
Thterat somewhat above that of money lunding 
countries, may bring money into this country, 
itis true that our present system of high

** And it must also be sdinitted that few will 
lnvest thelr foating capital iu real estate Or 
improvements In agricultural or mechanical 
operations wile they cun secure so lunge an 
amount of interest, the effect of which in, 
mechanics and others of our Iuhabltants haye 
to seek employment in the neighboring Re- 
mablic.

Feartul Scenes in Germany. 


EYYECTS O¥ KATING AWIXE'A FLESH, 


Dr. Pouchet, who lias charge of tho scien: 
tific department ot the Avinar National, a 
Paris Journal. gives a frightful account of 
the new plague which ls committing such 
s havoc in Germany. The particulars yiy- 
eu by M. Puochet are taken from & private 
jetter from Dr, Karl Stein,of Frankfort, da- 
ted the 9th ult., as follows : 

“Ederslobeen is a little town in the en- 
virons of Magdeburg—one of those little 
German towns that seemthe abode of 

yeace andi rustic felicity, where no nolse is 
faicd save the merry clink of the glasses 
at the bier-braverel, and the jolly tones of 
the ddiukera calling for another glass all 
around. Well, this little town so smiling 
aud happy, is now filled with mourning 
antl desolation. For s whele month death 
line reigned there, A fearful death after 
unexampled suffering, und those wlio are 
acquainted with the naturo of this disepss 
know that they are being eaten up alive by 
« legion of worms hardly so thick a¥« hu- 
roan halr, that have worked their way into 
the tissue of thelr flesh, their muscles and 
thelr oerves, Ia not such a fate horrible to 
dwell upon? Oo the ninth of inst month 
Dr. Kari Stein, of Frankfort, wrote to one 
otour fhends that upwards of one hund- 
sel children—for they appear to enjoy an 
jnmanity—bied been deprived of their pa- 
cents, There was hardly a house in the vil- 
lage that did not nombera victim. At 
that (late upwards ofthree hundred patients 

were awaiting death, which they knew to

By these propositions it will be seen that 
the Provinces were willing to make conces:

Sonie will argue that we were pre- 
pared to concede every thing, while others 
will look upon the course pursued by the 
Colonial Ministers as correct and proper, 
In consideration of a continuance of the 
Treaty, it was proposed to allow duties to 
be imposed upon urticles which we now 
send to the United States, equal to the 
excise duty imposed by the internal reye- 
nue laws of the United States; while we 
would admit the same articles ito our 
market, free, ‘Vhia at first sight looks un- 
fair and one-sided, but when examined in 
connection with the Inland Revenue Laws 
of the United States as they now exist it is 
not quite so objectionable, though we can. 
see no reason why we should not impose a 
like duty upon similar articles they may 
send to this country. We could hard 
ly expecta renewal of the Reciprocity 
Treaty, without submitting to this in- 
land revenue tax. Did the American 
Government submit to any other terms, 
it would be n gross injustice to their 
own people. For instance, if the Ameri- 
can manufacturer of lumber has to pay 
an excise duty of one dollar per thousand 
feet, it would be unfar to him to allow 
Canadian lumber to come into competition 
without paying alike duty, and so with

The Grand Orange Lodge of Central Cana- 
da assembled at Ottawa on Tuesaday, the 20th 
Inst. The following telegraphic account of 
the proceedings we copy from the Globe of 
yesterday :

“guilty of auch an act. It would not help 
the case in the least, and England would 
“shed no tears by such an invasion, The 
diate duty of Irishmen was noticed. 
“If they meant to agaist in freeing Ireland, 
“it was their duty to give material nid,” 
And farther on the reporter tells us that 
“in conclusion te speaker appealed warm 

“ly for material aid.” No doubt he urged 
this matter very carnestly, for in the tirat 
part of his speech he confessed that all the 
funds would not be sutlicient “to fit outa 
cavalry regiment.” 

Since he delivered that speech, Mr, Kil 

lian has appeared in anew character. He
